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another life-long southeast resident, is well-qualified to represent the
people of this district. Among his many accomplishments, he holds
both a bachelor's and master's degree from UCLA, a law degree from
Loyola, is director of Admissions at the University of Alaska
Southeast and currently serves on the board of Sealaska, Corp.

| am grateful to both of these gentlemen for their willingness to serve
the State and for demonstrating integrity throughout the process. | am
confident they will continue to work to make their community and
state a better place.

| remain committed to filling this seat with a well qualified individual
able to represent the entire district. Due to the importance of filling
this Senate seat without additional delay, | am now taking a step to
expedite this process.
